JOYOUS SOUNDS FROM more than 800 organ pipes will 
now accompany the Sunday worship at the United Church of 
Christ in Vandenberg Villaae to the delight of pastor 
Richard E. Harris, organist Ruth Lee, and the rest of the 
congregation. The first church pipe organ in Lompoc Valley 
was recently acquired and is available for everyone to see 
and hear this weekend during a lecture demonstration on 
Saturday and a dedicatory recital on Sunday, both at 7 30 
p.m. 
Village church gets 
valuable pipe organ

Lompoc Valley’s first church pipe 
organ has recently been installed at the 
United Church of Christ in Vandenberg 
Village, although it was never meant to 
be. 
• 
The organ’s builder, Dr. Orpha Ochse, 
had planned for years to donate the 
instrument to Whittier College where 
she 
is 
presently 
employed 
as 
an 
associate music professor. Now it has 
become the property of United Church 
at a "ridiculously low price, 
reports 
Pastor Richard E. Harris. 
And what is as pleasing as the 13 rank 
organ’s cost is tne fact that it fills a 
space at United Church that it was 
seemingly made to fill. 
Dr. Ochse began building the organ in 
1961 at the First Congregational Church 
in Pasadena when Rev. Harris was 
serving there. Although the wood and 
metal pipes were ordered from pipe 
makers 
in Germany 
and 
the 
two 
keyboard console was manufactured in 
the U.S., she did the difficult task of 
designing the intricate assembly of the 
organ’s 868 pipes, building its special 
casing, and performing the assembly. 
“I remember when she went to the 
lumber mill, bought the wood and did 
the sanding and staining work,’’ recalled 
Rev. Harris. 


The author of the newly published 
"The History of the Organ in the United 
States” later moved the instrument to 
her home in Highland Park and moved it 
again (somehow) into an apartment in 
Whittier when she began teaching there. 


Reverend Harris explained that Dr. 
Ochse wanted to give the valuable pipe 
organ to Whittier, which already has a 
40-rank pipe organ, but the college could 


not accept her offer because of space 
limitations. 
Reverend Harris kept in touch with 
Dr. Ochse over the years and finally 
asked her to consider selling it to the 
United Church, which she agreed to do a 
year later — for $3000 
According to the pastor, an organ 
maker charges $3000 a rank for an 
organ. That would make Dr. Ochse s 
creation worth at least $39,000. 
"It was a gift really," he admitted 
Local volunteers, along with Rev. 
Harris, drove to Whittier in March and 
disassembled the instrument, carefully 
packing its many pipes in suitcases and 
boxes A truck had to be employed. 
It took 30 hours to disconnect the 
wiring, but 85 hours to reconnect. In 
May, after hundreds of volunteer hours 
and minor modification of the church 
interior to accommodate its installation, 
the organ was ready to play. 
To 
Rev. 
Harris’ 
delight, 
the 
instrument’s handsome pipe sections fit 
beautifully under the church’s cross, 
looking like they were tailored for the 
Ünited Church of Christ. 
The public is invited to see and hear 
this proud possession this Saturday and 
Sunday, he says. Saturday there will be 
a lecture-demonstration by Dr. Ochse 
herself. It begins at 7.30 p.m. 
On Sunday, a dedicatory recital by Dr. 
Ochse at the organ and Floyd Stancliff 
on the flute will start at 7:30 p.m., 
followed by a reception in the church s 
education building. 
Reverend Harris noted that the organ 
will be used in recitals besides Sunday 
morning and other worship services 
"And if anyone in the community 
wants to learn to play the organ or needs 
an organ to practice on, this would be a 
fantastic opportunity," he added.

Striking county firemen were ordered to return to work at 8 a m today or 
face a five per cent cut in their pay and if they are still on strike Saturday they 
will be fired. 
The warnings were given yesterday afternoon by County Fire Chief John 
Risdon. 
Andy Rosenberg, vice president and chief negotiator for the striking 
firemen, replied that the firemen "won’t go back to work until the county has 
negotiated further.” He added that "we are now prepared for letters of 
dismissal.” 
‘This is part of their game plan under civil service," he added 
Administrative Officer Raymond D. Johnson backed up Risdon’s order by 
stating that positions of firemen who are off the job five days without excuse 
will be vacated 
The county, with 170,000 residents left without full fire protection, is 
training deputy sheriffs as emergency firemen. 
The firemen are on strike along with approximately 800 other county 
workers, members of the Service Employes International Union, demanding a 
12 per cent wage increase. The firemen also want other adjustments including 
a reduction in their 66-hour work week. 
Reports from the county administration building this morning indicate that 
as many as 450 notices pertaining to the invoking of five per cent pay cuts and 
possible dismissals are prepared to be sent out or are being sent out. 
A state mediator was still at work trying to settle the highly troublesome 
firemen’s walkout at 15 stations which caused sheriff’s officers to confiscate 


fire engines county officials state had been tampered with by firemen 
A number of firemen, however, joined with non-union firemen and sheriff’s 
officers early yesterday in subduing an apartment house fire in Isla Vista. 
As of 8 a.m. today, approximately 20 firemen reportedly showed up at the 
sheriff’s department compound area where the trucks are stored 
Board of Supervisors Chairman Francis H. Beattie issued a statement on 
behalf of the board yesterday stating that the county was unable to reduce 
firemen’s 66-hour work week or offer more than a four per cent pay boost due 
to tax limitations. 
Meanwhile, the County Employes Association and County Deputy Sheriff’s 
Assn., have agreed to a five per cent pay boost offered by the county with 
other contract details still to be worked out. 
The SEIU has been offered a maximum of four per cent for its lower- 
salaried members and three per cent for the others. 
Both SEIU and the firemen insist it is working conditions as much as wages 
that need to be straightened out before they will agree to a contract. 
Johnson acknowledged today that further negotiations "are very difficult 
under present fiscal and legal restraints.” He seemed to be referring to the 
statement previously by Governor Brown asking the County to settle the 
dispute at the bargaining table. 
Johnson also said today that he felt "there is almost unanimous public 
sympathy” with the county administration in the firemen s strike. He 
declared he felt the public was "appalled by disabling acts on fire vehicles

Sadat opens up Suez Canal 
Brown signs farm 
labor legislation

Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. today signed 
historic 
farm 
labor legislation and 
embarked California on a new path 
toward peace in what may become a 
model for the nation. 
The governor, hoping to signal an end 
to a decade of strife, violence and even 
death in the fields, signed his landmark 
secret ballot union election bill at a full­ 
blown ceremony. 
On hand were Assembly Speaker Leo 
T. McCarthy of San Francisco, Senate 
President Pro Tern James R. Mills of 
San Diego, Sens John Dunlap of Napa, 
the lead author, George Zenovich of 
Fresno 
and 
Assemblymen 
Howard 
Berman of Beverly Hills and Richard 
Alatorre of Los Angeles. 
For the 37-year-old Democrat, who 
will mark his first six months in office 
Friday, enactment of the legislation 
represented a personal and political 
triumph over an agonizing issue that 
once seemed beyond resolution. 
In 
so m etim es 
round-the-clock 
negotiations 
with 
farm ers, 
labor 
officials, clergymen and others, he 
succeeded in bringing together behind 
the compromise bill bitter enemies of 
farm labor wars —major growers, 
Cesar Chavez’ United Farmworkers of 
America, AFL-CIO, and the Teamsters. 
"The timing was right,” he said. 
Enacting the bill also accomplished a 
major objective the new governor set 
out for himself and the legislature in his 
inaugural 
address Jan. 6 when he 
declared that the bill he would support 
would serve "all the people and will not 
fully satisfy any of the parties to the 
dispute. ” 
In addition to granting up to 250,000 
California farm workers the right to 
choose a union by secret ballot or vote 
for no union, the legislation permits 
harvest-time strikes by a winning union, 
curbs secondary boycotts (a potent 
UFW weapon), requires union member­ 
ship and allows struck growers to hire 
non-union help.

President Anwar Sadat reopened the 
Suez Canal today and sailed through it 
aboard a destroyer named the October 6 
—the date of the beginning of the 1973 
Middle East war which restored the 
waterway to complete Egyptian control. 
In a four-minute speech delivered 
from a quayside rostrum shaped like a 
pharoanic vessel, Sadat said reactiva­ 
tion of the canal was "a contribution to 
peace” in the Middle East but he 
pledged to oust Israel from all occupied 
Arab territory. 
R esplendent 
in 
his 
Suprem e 
Commander's 
naval 
uniform 
Sadat 
declared 
the 
channel 
open 
to 
international shipping at 10:30 a.m. 
(12:30a m PDTi. 


As he spoke, ships blew their whistles, 
military jets zoomed overhead and 
churchbells pealed across this city at the 
northern end of the canal where it links 
up with the Mediterranean. 


Following the speech, Sadat boarded 
the October 6 which broke a thin chain 
strung 120 yards across the mouth of the 
canal and nosed southward for a six- 
hour trip to the city of Ismailia. 


Guns boomed as Sadat rode in a 
launch from the domed, white-painted 
offices of the Suez Canal Authority 
overlooking the harbor to the destroyer 
whose crew were lined up on deck. 


Sadat stood on the destroyer’s bridge 
and waved to cheering crowds ashore. 
At his side was Iranian crown prince Ali 
Reza, delegated to represent his father 
Shah 
Mohamed 
at 
the 
reopening 
ceremonies. 


The reopening came exactly eight 
years to the day the canal was blocked 
by the outbreak of the June 5, 1967 Six 
Day War in which Israeli forces thrust 
across the Sinai peninsula all the way to 
the east bank of the canal. 


Egyptian forces stormed across the 
canal at the start of the 1973 war, 
destroyed Israel’s Bar-Lev defense line 


and pushed the Israelis back up to 12 
miles. 


"Egypt presents this step as a gift to 
the world in order to help the lives of all 
friendly and peace loving peoples,’’ 
Sadat said 
at the festive, colorful 
reopening ceremony. 


But he warned there could be no real 
peace in the Middle East until Israel 
withdraws 
from 
occupied 
Arab 
territories captured in a six-day war 
exactly eight years ago that closed the 
canal 


"While making this initiative as a 
contribution to peace, Egypt reminds 
friendly nations that parts of its dear 
soil are still under foreign occupation 
and that an entire people are still 
suffering 
the 
con seq u en ces 
of 
suppression and homelessness,’’ Sadat 
said. 


Thousands of Egyptians massed along 
the streets of the still war-battered city 
of Port Said as Sadat's motorcade swept 
by. Many of them, who had waited 
throughout the night, leaped forward to 
shake hands with the president as 
undulating crowds shouted "Ya Sadat! 
Ya Sadat!” 


After being introduced by a radio 
announcer as the “hero and the maker of 
miracles,” Sadat rose to speak at a 
podium built in the shape of a pharoah’s 
barge. 


"The sons of this land, who dug the 
canal with their blood and tears —and 
crossed it in order to bring back peace — 
want it reopened to navigation so that it 
may 
become 
again 
a 
channel 
of 
prosperity for the world,” he said 


War 
Minister 
Gen. 
Mohammed 
Gammassy handed Sadat a document to 
sign that turned the canal from military 
to civilian authority. 


After his speech, Sadat rode m a 
launch to the eastern bank to Port Said’s 
twin-city, Port Fuad, and boarded the 
Egyptian destroyer October 6 —the date 


when Egyptian troops poured across the 
Canal at the start of the 1973 Middle 
East war. 
Sadat’s convoy was to break a chain 
stretched 120 yards across the canal. 
An honor guard of naval and military 
cadets saluted the president. Other 
vessels in the harbor blew their whistles 
while brass bands played

Industrial prices, the sector 
economists watch closest be­ 
cause of its underlying infla­ 
tionary potential, rose 0.2 per 
cent in May following 0.1 per 
cent increases in the past two 
months. 
Most of May’s upward climb 
in the overall wholesale index 
resulted from a 3.8 per cent 
jump in farm products, chiefly 
livestock but also raw cotton,

ttatoes, live poultry and eggs, 
rices

for 
soybeans, fresh vegetables and 
wheat. 
A 15 per cent drop in sugar 
prices last month led an overall 
0.2 per cent decrease 
in 
wholesale prices for processed 
foods and feeds. 
The WPI measures price 
shifts for 2,700 commodities 
ranging 
from 
petroleum, 
cattle, and electric motors to 
leather shoes and house paint. 
The index has risen nearly 12 
per cent in the past 12 months 
and now stands at 173.2 based 
on a 1967 average of 100. This 
means 
that a 
sample of 
commodities sold in primary 
markets has risen in price from 
$100 in 1967 to $173.20 last 
month.

NBA willtrySrefs, 
eliminate jump start 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - The 
National Basketball Association has 
added a third official—to be called an 
“ umpire” —on the courts for all 1975 
exhibition games. 
“The third man will take some 
pressure off the other two officials and 
let them do their job better,’’ said an 
enthusiastic John P. Nucatola, supervi­ 
sor of NBA officials. 
N BA’s 
Board of 
Governors 
Wednesday approved the third official 
on a trial basis and voted for two other 
rule changes, one of which could mean 
the elimination of the center jump ball 
at the beginning of each quarter. 
Larry O’Brien, commissioner of the 
NBA, announced the measures, which 
were then detailed at a news conference 
by

A change strongly endorsed by Boston 
Celtics General Manager Red Auerbach 
was the elimination of the center jump 
in all exhibition games played before 
Oct. 1.

Before going off to Europe President 
Ford chastised Congress for not doing 
anything about energy. Congress found 
it couldn’t make up its mind on energy, 
so it took a l(Mlay holiday. 
Congress lifted our hearts in the 
Watergate affair. It proceeded with 
fairness and dignity and disclosed a 
wealth of leadership which surprised 
many. There was Sam Ervin and Peter 
Rodino and all the rest of them and 
suddenly people held up their heads and 
thought that maybe now, at last. 
Congress would be different. 
But the 94th Congress, with a huge 
Democratic majority, which promised 
the president and the nation last 
January that it would write a full-scale 
energy program failed to act — just as 
earlier Congresses failed to act in 
response to earlier presidents, who took 
us into Vietnam. These executives 
increased their imperial role, with the 
acquiesence or silence of Congress, till 
Nixon rode his chariot off the cliff. Don’t 
doubt it: there will be other problems to 
come, and other Congresses that will

take a KMIay holiday rather than pass 
unpopular laws raising the price of oil 
and gasoline, and there will be other 
Nixons, too, waiting their chance. 
We sat beside a Congressman the 
other day who had been invited to visit 
Cute but who couldn’t make up his 
mind. What would constituents think, he 
asked? We assured him that events are 
moving toward reapproachment with 
Cute and that he might get credit for 
setting a trend. No, he said, some might 
applaud but others, probably more, 
would disapprove. He said nothing about 
curiosity or the merit of the adventure; 
it was a business calculation by a 
cautious 
shopkeeper. 
The 
same 
approach gave Mr. Ford the energy 
problem. 
You 
forget how 
timid 
Congressmen are... 
There is a good deal to be said on the 
economic side against the Ford energy 
plan which will raise prices and increase 
inflation, and some Democratic leaders 
began beating their teeasts at once. But 
why didn’t they offer their own plan? — 
somebody in a democracy has to lead.

Giscard has his cake 


PARIS — The scene is familiar, Paris 
in the spring, the romantic dream of 
Americans across the years. But this is 
quite a different Paris, a different 
France, from either the heyday of the 
carefree American tourist with his full 
value 
dollars of 
the 
comfortable 
assurance after the Marshall Plan of a 
solid friend and ally. 
It is hardly an exag­ 
geration to say that 
nothing has been the 
same since Charles de 
Gaulle took France 
out 
of 
the 
North 
Atlantic 
Treaty 
Organization (NATO). 
That action meant the 
half billion dollars the 
United States had put 
into NATO bases went 
down the drain. More 
important, it brought 
a radical adjustment 
in the structure of the 
alliance. 
President Valery Giscard d’Estaing 
gives no evidence of the chauvinist 
pursuit of "la gloire’’ that gave de 
Gaulle the stature of a hero in neo- 
Napoleonic France. Celebrating his first 
year 
in 
the 
presidency 
with 
a 
characteristic popular flourish, evoking 
smiles because of the hair-breadth 
victory that put him in the Elysee 
Palace, Giscard is a sophisticated 
worldly politician. 
He finds himself, however, between 
the lagging hope of a united E uri^ that 
will be more than a union of trading 
partners and the de Gaulleism of the 
past. Suffering from the twin evils of 
inflation and recession, the European 
Common Market is fraying at the 
seams. 
'The vision of a politically federated 
Europe with a common currency and 
other instrumentalities of union has 
grown dim as the old national rivalries 
take on new life. 
The prophet of that vision has now 
passed from the scene. Jean Monnet’s 
announcement of his retirement had a 
symbolic Significance coming at this 
moment. He had worked tirelessly, 
passionately, selflessly for his dream of 
union 
Beginning 
with 
the 
planning 
commission he put together in 1945, he 
never, despite the reverses of the 
Gaulleist years, gave up his faith in a 
Europe that would cast off the ancient 
jealousies and hatreds. 
'The oil crisis was One more blow 
tending to isolate Europeans in their 
respective domains with each nation 


seeking individual salvation and France, 
as 
always, 
the 
consummate 
individualist. 
The oil embargo in the Yom Kippur 
was showed how convulsive was the 
reaction to this blow at Europe’s 
jugular. 
The possibility of another embargo in 
another Middle East war sends shivers 
down 
European 
spines. 
The 
gulf 
between Western Europe, almost totally 
dependent on Middle East oil, and the 
United States, would be unbridgeable. 
There is deep resentment here of 
America’s failure to come to grips with 
the oil crisis just as in Washington the 
French are blamed for stalling on a 
conference of producer and consumer 
countries. 
'The inheritance from de Gaulle was, 
above all the glittering ambition, to be 
superpower. In pursuit of this ambition, 
the French initiated their own nuclear 
weapons development. This was a 
declaration of independence from the 
U.S. nuclear umbrella. Compared to the 
nuclear arsenals of the two supeipowers 
it is miniscule and could serve only to 
trigger a nuclear war if it was used. 
But 
it 
has 
been 
very 
costly, 
contributing to the French inflation. A 
nation of 52,000,000 with few natural 
resources 
— 
virtually 
no oil 
— 
inevitably falls short of the means to 
sustain superpower status. The irony of 
this is that in the post-war years France 
has contributed so much in planning for 
a new Europe. 
President Giscard has a brilliant 
style, innovative, humorous, reflecting 
the quick intelligence that is so Gallic. 
He has been welcomed in France after 
the heavy-handed Georges Pompidou in 
somewhat the same way that Gerald 
Ford was welcomed in the United States 
after the disgrace and fall of Richard 
Nixon. 
The question, however, is what is style 
and what is substance. Again like Ford, 
the French President faces complexities 
that by their very nature are all but 
impossible 
to 
untangle. 
He 
must 
therefore keep an ambivalent posture 
before the world. 
He has said that he will not attend the 
NATO meeting in Brussels, but he has 
intimated that he wiU attenid the dinner 
given by King Baudouin for President 
Ford. And either before or after that 
dinner he will have a private talk with 
the American President which will be 
his own private summit. 
That is French for having your cake 
and eating it, too. In this instance, it 
means keeping a Gaulleist stance of 
independence while at the same time 
bending the American ear.

'We' and 'they' 


How many of us, everyday, 
think in terms of “we” and 
“they” ? 
And in how many different 
areas of our lives do we 
substantiate 
the 
value 
of 
“we” 
at 
the 
expense 
of 
“they” ? 
And how many of us ever 
stop to consider how often 
“we” become “they,” and 
particularly the number of 
times 
that 
occurrence 
is 
utterly beyond our ability to 
stop? 
The current oil crisis is an 
excellent example of 
how 
“we” can become “they.” 
The United States, probably 
for much longer than many of 
us have been alive, has been a 
country 
of 
“ w e’s .” 
We 
produce the best, the most, 
the biggest, the smallest — in 
short, we produce the epitome 
of what is good and of value. 
Our national ego says that this 
is so, even if it might not be. 
The U.S., then, is the “we” 
and 
all 
other 
producing 
nations and their peoples are 
the “they.” 
But along comes a rowdy 
group of oil rich countries who 
happen to control a very large 
amount of that very valuable 
and finite resource, and lo, we 
as a “we” find ourselves as 
one of the “they’s”, and at the 
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control of a group of former 
“they’s” who are now the 
“we’s.” 
Another example which still 
has not come to pass, but 
which, 
without 
question, 
ultimately shall, is the world 
food crisis. 
The U.S. 
is definitely a 
“we” in that situation. We 
have it and “they ” don’t. We 
are, 
ge n e rally, 
pretty 
satisfied with the amounts of 
food we can raise and make 
available to Americans. And 
at the same time, “they” are 
starving by the millions in 
other parts of the world. 
Because we are “we’s,” we 
can afford to watch those 
starving millions, make small 
noises about their plight, and- 
switch channels to something 
m ore 
soothing 
to 
our 
consciences.. .usually 
interspersed with messages 
about why we should buy this 
tasty treat or that brand of 
goody for our pet. 
It is the vision of those who 
study and prognosticate about 
such things that in the not too 
distant 
future, 
all 
of the 
“ we’s ” 
in 
technological 
society are going to have to 
make a choice: either “we”

will remain as “we’s” and 
accept starvation in the world 
as a matter of calculated 
judgment, or we will accept 
the responsibility of dealing 
with 
the 
facts 
of 
world 
starvation and, voluntarily, 
become “they-like” in our 
thinking and actions relative 
to food and its world-wide 
availability. 


Many quite sober scientists 
suggest that to think we can 
do anything about the facts, 
other 
than 
merely 
accept 
them for what they are, is 
foolish. Millions are going to 
starve, they say, and that’s 
that. Worse, they also say, 
“So what?” The alternative, 
of course, is to use the facts as 
the basis for a global policy of 
food 
p r o d u c t i o n 
and 
distribution to the benefit of 
all countries, irrespective of 
their politics or location. 


As 
Lord 
Ritchie-Calder 
wrote recently: “We are all in 
this 
t o g e t h e r . 
In 
an 
interdependent world, as we 
have seen in the oil crisis, 
even the advanced countries 
are not immune. The hungry 
“they” of today may be the 
“we” of tomorrow. 


Walk a lonely mile 


It’s only 74 blocks from Lompoc 
Hospiul lo Lompoc City Hall, but for 
the hospiul board of directors, last 
week, the trip was a long and lonely 
mile. 
It was hospital administrator Ken 
Wicks who actually went the distance, 
hat in hand to explain why the hospital 
will not need Hickory Avenue for its 
expansion program 
It’s a simple story of 
loo lilUe money in the 
face of rising costs, 
but beyond all that 
there’s the matter of 
governmental 
red 
tape. The district’s 
convalescent hospital 
is nearing completion 
at Walnut Avenue and 
Third Street, but other 
features 
of 
the 
expansion 
program 
are dead. 
Until recently the board planned to 
expand the front entrance way of the 
hospital into Hickory Avenue. There was 
to be an outpatients' clinic, an all new 
coronary care wing, extending south 
from the hospital on C Street, a 
sweeping circle driveway for ambulance 
access to the emergency room and a 
park-like 
landscaping 
of 
Hickory 
Avenue at the mam entrance. 
For Wicks the economic emasculation 
ol the plan is a personal disappointment. 
"We spent two years developing an 
exceUent set of plans that we can’t use,’’ 
he said the other day during a tour of the 


convalescent hospital. Wicks feels the 
hospital board, not to mention himself 
was 
something 
of 
a 
victim 
of 
circumstances. Readers may recall that 
state 
health 
care 
bodies 
delayed 
sanctioning the convalescent hospital 
until construction costs spiraled out of 
sight. 
Before the state finally gave its okay, 
then state senator and now congressman 
Robert 
J. 
Lagomarsino 
and 
then 
assemblyman and now retired, Don 
MacGillivray 
prepared 
to 
field 
legislation to bypass the indisposed state 
bodies. 
That was not necessary, finally, but 
the damage was done. 
Under the modified program of 
expansion in the acute care facility, the 
laboratory will be relocated. X-ray 
services will move into the old lab 
section, the emergency room will be 
moved to the present pediatrics section; 
the present coronary care unit of four 
beds will be moved to a section 
presently occupied by long-term care 
patients, physical therapy services will 
be moved to the old vacated emergency 
room. the employe dining room will be 
moved to the present dayroom area; the 
pharmacy will be expanded; and area 
presenUy occupied by a classroom wiU 
be converted for a new medical records 
section and a new medical library and a 
chapel. The latter service is presently 
housed in an area originally designed for 
the main floor terminus of an elevator 
for a second floor that will never be 
built. 


All this medical chairs, to paraphrase 
a popular party game will be phased 
over a period of several years as money 
becomes available, according to Wicks. 
It may take a while because the district 
tax rate of 20 cents which was instituted 
to pay off a $1.5 million bond issue is the 
maximum that can be charged. 
Wicks feels this stopgap renovation 
and adaptation will cost more than the 
original plan in the long run, but the 
board apparently has no choice. 
"Want to buy some plans?’’ Wicks 
said jokingly the other day in a 
reference to the artist’s renderings of 
that new hospital front that is not to be. 
"I’ll sell them to you cheap.’’ 
The plan to build into Hickory Avenue 
began to form in the board of directors’ 
collective minds in 1968 along with the 
plan for a convalescent hospital. Of the 
hve directors on hand then, none 
remain. Only Wicks is still active. 
Maybe for that reason, the hurt he feels 
has a special ki^d of loneliness about it.

We thought Mr. Ford made an effective 
presentation of a difficult problem in 
which he had to warn the nation to guard 
against an oil shortage when there 
seems to be plenty of oil. His unsmilir^ 
pale blue eyes looked straight out at you 
through the teleprompter and you saw 
the big jaw and the square head on a 
football frame as he ticked off figures. 
We wondered what kmd of ^arkle Jack 
Kennedy or Franklin Roosevelt, maybe, 
could have put into a speech like that; 
this one was as dull and direct as hitting 
a wedge with a sledgehammer till the 
log split. It was not tte speech of a timid 
man; he delivered it without personal 
rancor, so far as we could judge, he held 
up the calendar and tore off the months 
of February, March, April and May to 
show how he had waited for Congress to 
act. It was a memorable scene, as he 
said, "1 will not stand here idly by while 
the United States of America runs out of 
gas. The Congress cannot drift, dawdle 
and debate forever with America’s 
future.’’ 
Democrats will make a mistake if 
they do not realize that Jerry Ford is a 
formidable political figure, and that 
dullness might be just what the country 
wants in 1976. 
The deeper problem is whether the US 
can operate successfully with an 18th 
century government in a world where 
change 
a c c elera tes 
almost 
unimaginably. Cumbersome Congress 
can’t even produce an energy package; 
it hasn’t been able to write a tax reform 
law though it has been trying for years; 
it is stalemated on health insurance and 
other welfare measures. Yet now it is 
trying to keep its temper with an 
accidental president of another party in 
a world where domestic affairs more 
and more merge with international 
affairs, as illustrated by the current 
recession, was caused in large part by a 
foreign oil cartel. Washington has had 
split 
political 
executive-legislative 
control before <to the wonder of foreign 
governments) but now things are 
different because the consequences of 
even some minor disagreement may go 
echoing round the world. 
The question is, does the US have 
wisdom to match its wealth? The world 
shrinks, populations catch up with 
resources, scientists teach man to reach 
the moon or blow himself up. Can 
America, with one-sixth of the world’s 
population, continue to receive one-half 
^ e world’s income and, if not, can it 
yield up its unique position gracefully? 
These thoughts emerge as President 
Ford travels abroad. A certain amount 
of jealousy and recrimination against 
rich America is natural, of course, but 
part of it is due to other causes. Take the 
CIA, for example; it is notorious around 
the world. No doubt Russia’s GPU is up 
to the same dirty tricks but it is the CIA 
that is always cited. Did the CIA plot 
with Mafia figures in 1961 to assassinate 
premier Cuba’s Castro? Evidence is 
said to exist in FBI files documenting 
such allegations. As to the FBI, it seems 
that J. Edgar Hoover resorted to his 
own devices on the home front, writing 
anonymous letters purportedly frwn 
Communists organizations to organized 
crime groups, or to antiwar groups and 
in reply under code name Conintelpro. 
What fun they had! It was only 
discontinued in 1971. 


Or to shift to another field, here is 
Gulf Oil chairman Bob Dorsey telling a 
committee 
of 
Congress 
that 
his 
company contributed $4 million to 
support South Korean dictator Park 
Chung Hee’s ruling party in violation of 
national laws. All the big American-base 
multinational corporations have to 
make contributions or pay bribes, 
witnesses tell the Senate. Chairman 
Dorsey wistfully says that maybe a US 
ban on such foreign contributions would 
help him resist such payments. Here 
again, the multinational corporations 
are coming to symbolize American 
imperialistic 
intrusion 
in 
some 
countries. 
"Are you saying that our power is 
useless in the next quarter century?” 
columnist Bill Moyers asked Stanley 
Hoffmann, chairman of the Harvard 
Center for European studies, on tv the 
other day. 
"No. I’m saying that we’ll have to 
learn to use it in very, very different 
ways, much more skillful ways” said 
the other. "And I’m saying something 
else also, that there are many situations 
in the world that we will find 
uncontrollable by us, even if we are very 
skillful.” 
One example of this might be South 
Korea, another dictator client state to 
which the US might become as much of 
a hostage as we were to South Vietnam. 
We have 42,000 troops there, and 
Defense Secretary Schlesinger warns 
that, if atUcked they must strike, this 
time, directly at the heart of the enemy, 
meaning presumably the cities. He does 
not rule out nuclear weapons.
